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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on July 
25, 2005 in which claims 1, 11, 12, 14, 25, 26, and 28 have been amended, claims 30- 
34 have been added, and claims 2, 4-10, and 15-20 have been canceled. Claims 1, 3, 
11-14, and 21-34 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

4. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 
view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 1, 3, 21-24, 30-34, 11-14, 
and 25-29, renumbered as 1-20 respectively,- are found to be in condition of allowance. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
arts teach a Bluetooth transceiver and cellular transceiver reside in a single device to 
allow hands-free communication. But the prior arts fail to teach means for bonding a 
plurality of the cellular frequency channels and the short-range radio channel to 
communicate data between the mobile terminal and the base station over the bonded 
plurality of cellular frequency channels and short-range radio channel to transmission 
bandwidth.
